4. Claims 1, 4-14, 17-19 & 22-24 and re-numbered as claims 1-18 respectively are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the cited references do not contain 
the specified limitation of a method comprising receiving at a receiving station a 
downlink broadcast burst from a base station; determining timing for transmitting 
an uplink burst; selecting a training sequence at the receiving station for the 
uplink burst by determining a digit from a number stored in the receiving station, 
the number being unique to each receiving station , and applying the determined 
digit to select from among a set of predetermined training sequences; and 
transmitting the uplink burst from the receiving station using the selected training 
sequence.
